TURKISH WARMINISTER 
TO SUMMON TROOPS 


Washington. Jan. 31.—The first 
formal step of democratic leaders 
to revive senate discussion of the j 
peace treaty was taken today. Sen­ 
ator Walsh, democrat of Montana, 
giving notice that on February IO a 
motion would be made to proceed 
with the treaty’s consideration. 
The announcement, forecast by 
the collapse yesterday of the bi­ 
partisan compromise negotiations, 
caused hardly a ripple on the sur­ 
face of senate procedure. 
Senator 
Walsh did not mention the biparti­ 
san deliberations, but merely told 
the senate that he was giving for­ 
mal notice on behalf of the demo­ 
cratic leader. Senator Hitchcock of 
Nebraska, who was absent. There 
was no debate. 
Statements marie yesterday 
by 
Senator Hitchcock and by Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts, the repub­ 
lican leader, relating to the agree­ 
ments reached by the bipartisan 
committee were put into the sen­ 
ate record by Mr. Lodge, who asked 
that they be printed a4? a public 
document. 
It was said sentiment might not 
crystalize for several 
days, 
but 
there were indications that 
the 
division might not be along the 
same lines of demarcation that 
have been obtained generally dur­ 
ing the treaty fight. 
The first im­ 
pulse of some of the treaty's ir­ 
reconcilable foes was to vote for 
the democratic motion 
on 
the 
treaty that more discussion would 
arouse further public opporition to 
ratification while others of 
the 
irreconcilables held to the position 
that the treaty was dead and should 
be left dead. 
Some of the mild 
reservation 
republicans were inclined to favor 
further debate as the only way 
now to ratification, but never be­ 
lieved it would consume time that 
should he devoted to legislation. 
There have been intimations, too, 
that a number of democrats would 
prefer to try some other methods 
of private negotiation before re­ 
opening debate. 
It was indicated, 
that republican 
leaders 
would 
make an effort to require a two- 
thirds majority for bringing the 
treaty before the senate. 
Under the rules, they said, two- 
thirds would be necessary, but it 
was pointed out that Vice Presi­ 
dent Marshall had held 
through­ 
out the treaty controversy that a 
majority could proceed as it pleased 
with treaty consideration. 
Urge Treaty Ratification. 
New York. Jan. 31.—A resolu­ 
tion urging immediate ratification 
of the peace treaty was adopted to­ 
night at the annual dinner of the 
society of the Genesee at which 
Senators Miles Poindexter and Me- 
dill McCormick were the principal 
speakers. 
The resolution was in­

brought Senator McCormick to his 
feet with a declaration of his oppo­ 
sition to the League of Nations.
